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AFRICA MAY REACH PERIL POINT 
Ev ery time he turns around, the Ameri­ 
can is being asked to discov er another con­ 
tinent. This time it’s Africa. 
The American’s attention—and his pocket- 
book—already are pretty thoroughly di­ 
v ided. He knows Britain and France are his 
country ’s firmest friends and is own secur­ 
ity is bound up with their safety . He knows 
Korea and Indo-China are liv e danger spots; 
the casualty lists are eloquent. 
But that’s merely the beginning. He hears 
that Iran is critical becase its oil is stra­ 
tegic. 
Egy pt is crucial because the Suez 
canal is an indispensable free world lifeline. 
Yugoslav ia is a bastion of southeastern Eu­ 
rope whose fall to Russia would outflank the 
West. Germany and J apan are great indus­ 
trial prizes which must be held. 
To his ears come other reports that he 
must watch India closely , since it may be 
the nex t big Asian target of the Reds. He is 
told, too, that country after country in Latin 
America is a hotbed of communism. 
And now, Africa. The spotlight is on. 
With a spectacular pictorial effort and sound 
analy sis, Life magazine has tried in a recent 
issue to show the American why he must 
add Africa to his list of worries. Other maga­ 
zines hav e contributed ably to the story , and 
a good many newspaper reporters hav e 
landed safely on the African coast and are 
making their way inland. 
The sad thing is, all these demands on his 
time and many of the calls for his money are 
legitimate. Yet, in his despair at the clamor 
and confusion, the American often wishes he 
could shrug off the whole business and just 
dev ote himself to try ing to understand his 
own country . 
This he cannot do, naturally . From the 
chaos of world problems he must seek some 
measure of order. At risk of being crudely 
arbitrary , he must fix a priority -of-interest 
scale of dealing with the nations seeking his 
attention. The place of Korea, Indo-China 
and Western Europe at the top is obv ious. 
Not so clear is the question where India be­ 
longs, or Africa. 
Africa, like Asia, is in ferment. Its peo­ 
ples hav e been shown western standards. 
They want a better life for themselv es than 
the grinding pov erty they hav e had. 
The ex perts agree that Communists hav e 
not stirred this ferment but are simply try ­ 
ing to take credit for it, and try ing to ex ploit 
it for the future. 
Africa has not gone so far down the road 
as Asia. We may help to prev ent a v iolent 
ex plosion if we can find the heart and the 
means to encourage the African people in 
the fulfillment of their legitimate aspirations 
for self-dev elopment. 
If we do not—if we insist on confining our 
interest to places plagued by crisis—then we 
shall surely be rewarded one day by a king- 
size blowup in tormented Africa.

THE TRAGIC DECADES 
The peoples oi Asia, alter World War I, deter­ 
mined no longer to be colonial or semi-colomal 
nations, Japan had set an ex ample for all Asiatic 
cou ntries, namely , that it had su cceeded in chang­ 
ing from a semi-colonial cou ntry to independence 
and to becoming the fou rth power on earth (19 19 ). 
Tu rkey , which had been pro-German and was 
defeated in that war, losing her v ast Arabic de­ 
pendencies, bu ilt herself into a small, compact bu t 
important state u nder the leadership ol Kemal 
Pasha. Persia managed to eliminate the spheres 
oi inllu ence of both Ru ssia and Great Britain, In 
China, the tu chu ns (warlords) prev ailed, keeping 
the cou ntry in tu rmoil, bu t the Stu dents Mov e­ 
ment of May , 19 19 , which prev ented the Chinese 
gov ernment irom signing the Paris Treaty , re­ 
ju v enated a nation and u shered in a period oi in­ 
tensiv e nationalism and anti-foreignism. 
In India. Gandhi appeared as a leader of a 
mov ement oi nationalistic passiv e resistance which 
u ltimately su cceeded in winning for India its in­ 
dependence from Great B ritain., howev er, at the 
cost of partition resu lting in the establishment ot 
the new' Moslem state oi Pakistan. 
Ev en in the Philippines, the independence mov e­ 
ment dev eloped strength u nder the leadership of 
Manu el Qu ezon, who once told me that he pre­ 
ferred dominion statu s to independence. Howev er, 
independence came and ended American imperial­ 
ism in Asia, 
Eu ropean cou ntries had, for centu ries, bu ilt 
empires in Asia. This trend can be traced back to 
Alex ander the Great, whose forces reached the 
Bu rma-Yu nnan frontier. 
In ou r times, Portu gal, the Netherlands, Great 
Britain, France and Ru ssia erected important em­ 
pires in Asia. 
The Portu gu ese Empire was dissipated in the 
fall of the Iberian nations before the power of 
Great Britain. Ex cept for Goa in India, Macao in 
China, and Portu gu ese Timor in Indonesia, the 
Portu gu ese ceased to be of any importance before 
World W ar I. 
The Netherlands bu ilt and held the lu sh islands 
of the land now' known as Indonesia, consisting of 
Su matra, Jav a, Borneo, Celebes, Netherlands New’ 
Gu inea, and a large nu mber of islands, inclu ding 
the beau tifu l Bali. This area centered economically 
on the British city of Singapore. Possessing oil, 
ru bber, and spices, Indonesia is one of the richest 
cou ntries on earth, requ iring only capital for its 
dev elopment. 
After World War II, the Ou t eii were forced to 
j 
giv e u p this empire, largely becau se tho United ' 
States fav ored the rev olu tion. Whereas the Du tch ; 
w’ere among the most competent colonial managers, i 
the gov ernment of Indonesia, with the best ot in- I 
tentions, was not ready , politically or economically , j 
to take ov er the hu ge tasks of managing a far- 
flu ng island nation. Colonialism ended in Indonesia, 
bu t shou ld the Ru ssians take Siam and Malay a, 
Indonesia cou ld not defend herself. As a m atter of 
cold fact, only the United States can today defend 
Indonesia—a su pply area for u s of ru bber and 
other essentials. 
The British hav e lost India, their influ ence in 
Afghanistan, their economic power in China, their 
oil in Iran (Persia), and their persu asiv e influ ence 
in the Arabic cou ntries. They hold the Malay 
Peninsu la, sou rce of tin and ru bber; they are in­ 
flu ential in Bu rma, and they possess Hongkong in 
China. India and Pakistan, while independent, are 
member's of the (British-) Commonwealth of Na­ 
tions. Tibet, which Britain dominated, is now part 
of the Sov iet Empire. 
'The shrinking ol the British Empire is a major 
tragedy in history , for while it is sou nd, from the 
standpoint of American political theory , for each 
people to hav e a gov ernment of its own choosing, 
actu ally what has happened is that a hu ndred doors 
hav e been opened to Ru ssian imperialism in Asia. 
The British Empire maintained the peace of a con­ 
tinent from Pondicherry (18 15) to Yalta (19 15). 
France’s Empire in Asia, once larger, came 
down to Indo-China, which lies on China, Bu rma 
and Siam. This consisted originally of fiv e areas, 
Cochin-China. Cambodia. Laos, Annam and Ton­ 
kin. It is a land in which the cu ltu res and races 
of India and China hav e become assimilated among 
nativ e races. This cou ntry Ru ssia is .now conqu er ­ 
ing. Of all the Eu ropean nations, France has pu t 
u p the best fight to lu rid her empire, althou gh she 
is now forced to make concessions to local kings 
and gov ernments, which, if Ru ssia does not con­ 
qu er the cou ntry , will resu lt in a split-u p into 
small nations. 
The end of empire 'n Asia means chaos in ou r 
times. Only Ru ssia, among Eu ropean nations, is 
continu ing to ex pand her empire.

It 
was founded by Clara Barton on May 21, 
18 8 1, as an affiliate of Red Cross societies 
which functioned under prov isions of the 
Treaty of Genev a. She serv ed as its presi­ 
dent until 19 04 and watched it grow from 
a fledgling organization to a potent force for 
charity and mercy . 
In times of war the Red Cross has serv ed 
as a link between soldiers and their lov ed 
ones at home, it has prov ided entertainment 
for the lonely and comfort for the wounded. 
Wherev er natural calamities hav e struck the 
Red Cross has been represented, ready to re­ 
liev e suffering with food, medical supplies 
and assistance. 
Perhaps the best thing about the Red 
Cross is that it is an organization made up 
of v olunteers who giv e their time and money 
to help others. On its sev enty -second birth­ 
day it deserv es the congratulations of all 
Americans. It has giv en one of the best 
answers y et to the age-old question, “ Am 
I my brother’s keeper? ’* 


WHAT IS YOUR INTELLIGENCE QUOTIENT? 
You may wonder when y ou observ e (he behav ior 
of some indiv idu als—boy s, girls, men, women—ju st 
how they wou ld stand if ex amined by a psy cholo­ 
gist as to their intelligence. 
The testing of intelligence is done in v ariou s 
way s—by qu estions, simple games, and arithmetic 
tests. In this manner, the ex aminer estimates the 
Intelligence Qu otient (I.Q.) of the indiv idu al. 
The I.Q. test is u sefu l for measu ring mental de­ 
ficiencies. The av erage in normal adu lts ranges be­ 
tween 9 0 and 100. The score for su bnormal “bor­ 
derline” or du ll persons ranges between 7 5 and 9 0. 
These people may get throu gh grade school with 
ex tra effort or with leniency of the school au thor­ 
ities bu t high school becomes v ery difficu lt.

The nex t below, with an I.Q. between 50 and 
7 5 are what arc known as morons (what we call 
ou rselv es when we hav e done something u nu su ally 
stu pid.) They drop ou t of school early . Can do jobs 
u nder su perv ision. 
Imbeciles hav e an I.Q. between 25 and 50. They 
are called mental defectiv es and are u su ally segre­ 
gated into special schools or are confined to the 
protection of their homes. 
Idiots, the lowest class mentally , hav e an I.Q. 
of 25 or less; they requ ire help in looking after 
themselv es as to ordinary hy giene—food and toilet. 
It may ’ su rprise some to learn that those with 
an I.Q. abov e normal, while capable of diflicu lt in­ 
tellectu al accomplishments su ch as originating new’ 
mathematical sy ’stems, may find life difficu lt be­ 
cau se their general make-u p is “high stru ng.” 
Notwithstanding the many cases in ou r mental 
hospitals. Dr. Lou is G. Moeneh in his book, “Office 
Psy chiatry ,” states that the I.Q. distribu tion of 
the v ast bu lk of the popu lation is between 9 0 and 
110 (50 per cent of adu lts). Approx imately 8 4 per 
cent of the popu lation falls between .80 and 120, 
9 6 per cent between 6 5 and 130. Only 2.2 per cent 
falls below 6 5 and 2.2 per cent abov e 130. 
We mu st remember, of cou rse, that ou r phy sical 
condition at time of ex amination can interefere 
with the abov e findings: infection can make u s 
“slow” and inatteniv e. and gland conditions, of a 
temporary natu re, can make u s ov eralert or can 
make u s slu ggish, the thy roid gland and liv er 
activ ity being ex amples. 
All any of u s can do to be at ou r best mentally 
is to be at ou r best phy sically , by watching the 
three points in health—food, rest, ex ercise.

In our times. Portugal, the Netherlands, G n a t 
Britain. France and Russia erected im portant tm - 
pires in Asia 
The Portuguese Empire was dissipated in the 
fall of the Iberian nations before the power of 
G n a t Britain. Except for Goa in India, Macao in 
China, and Portuguese Timor in Indonesia, the 
Portuguese ceased to be of any importance before 
World W ar I. 
The Netherlands built and held the lush islands 
of the land now known as Indonesia, consisting of 
Sum atra, Java, Borneo, Celebes, Netherlands New 
Guinea, and a large num ber of islands, including 
the beautiful Bali. This area centered economically 
on the British city of Singapore. Foss* ssing oil, 
rubbei. and spices, Indonesia is one of th** richest 
countries on earth, requiring univ capital tor its 
development. 
After World W ar II, tho Dutch wore forced to 
give up this empire, largely because the United 
S tates favored the revolution. W hereas the Dutch

THE TRAGIC DECADES 
The peoples of Asia, a lte r World W ar I, deter­ 
mined no longer to be colonial or semi-colonial 
nations, Japan had set an example for all Asiatic 
countries, namely, that it had succeeded in chang­ 
ing from a semi-colonial country to independence 
and to becoming the fourth power on earth (19 19 ). 
Turk ey, which had been pro-German and was 
defeated in that war, losing her vast Arabic de­ 
pendencies, built herself into a small, compact but 
im portant state under the leadership ol Kemal 
Pasha. Persia managed to eliminate the spheres 
ol influence ol both Russia and Great Britain. In 
China, the tuchuns (warlords) prevailed, k eeping 
the country in turmoil, but the Students Move­ 
m ent ot May, 19 19 , which prevented the Chinese 
governm ent irom signing the Paris Treaty, re­ 
juvenated a nation and ushered in a period ol in­ 
tensive nationalism and anti-foreignism. 
In India. Gandhi appeared as a leader of a 
movement ol nationalistic passive resistance w’hich 
ultimately succeeded in winning lor India its in­ 
dependence from Great B rita in., however, at the 
cost of partition, resulting in the establishment of 
the newr Moslem state of Pak istan. 
Even in the Philippines, the independence move­ 
m ent developed strength under the leadership of 
Manuel Quezon, who once told me that he pre­ 
ferred dominion status to independence. However, 
independence came and ended American imperial­ 
ism in Asia. 
European countries had, for centuries, built 
empires in Asia. This trend can be 
Alexander the Great, whose 
Burma-Yunnan frontier. 
In our times. Portugal, the Netherlands, Great 
Britain, France and Russia erected important em ­ 
pires in Asia. 
The Portuguese Empire was dissipated in the 
fall of the Iberian nations before the power of 
Great Britain. Except for Goa in India, Macao in 
China, and Portuguese Timor in Indonesia, the 
Portuguese ceased to be of any importance before 
World W ar I. 
The Netherlands built and held the lush islands 
of the land now' k nown as Indonesia, consisting of 
Sum atra, Java, Borneo, Celebes, Netherlands New 
Guinea, and a large number of islands, including 
the beautiful Bali. This area centered economically 
on the British city of Singapore. Possessing oil, 
rubbci. and spices, Indonesia is one of the richest 
countries on earth, requiring only capital for its 
development. 
After World W ar II. the Dutch were forced to 
give up this empire, largely because the United 
S tates favored the revolution. W hereas the Dutch 
were among the most competent colonial m anagers, 
the government of Indonesia, with the best of in­ 
tentions, was not ready, politically or economically, 
to tak e over the huge task s of managing a far- 
flung island nation. Colonialism ended in Indonesia, 
but should the Russians tak e Siam and Malaya, 
Indonesia could not defend herself. As a m atter of 
cold fact, only the United States can today defend 
Indonesia—a supply area for us of rubber and 
other essentials. 
The British have lost India, their influence in 
Afghanistan, their economic power in China, their 
oil in Iran (Persia), and 
t he i r persuasive influence 
in the Arabic countries. They hold the Malay 
Peninsula, source of tin and rubber; they are in­ 
fluential in Burma, and they possess Hongk ong in 
China. India and Pak istan, while independent, arc 
members of the (British) Commonwealth of N a­ 
tions. Tibet, which Britain dominated, is now part 
of the Soviet Empire. 
The shrink ing ot the British Empire is a m ajor 
tragedy in history, for while it is sound, from the 
standpoint of American political theory, for each 
people to have a government of its own choosing, 
actually w hat has happened is that a hundred doors 
have been opened to Russian imperialism in Asia. 
The British Empire m aintained the peace of a con­ 
tinent from Pondicherry (18 15) to Yalta (19 15). 
F rance’s Em pire in Asia, once larger, came 
down to Indo-China. which lies on China, Burma 
and Siam. This consisted originally of five areas, 
Cochin-China. Cambodia. Laos, Annam and Ton­ 
k in. It is a land in which the cultures and races 
of India and China have become assimilated among 
native races. This country Russia is .now conquer­ 
ing. Of all the European nations, France has put 
up the best fight to hold her empire, although she 
is now forced to mak e concessions to local k ings 
and governments, which, if Russia does not con­ 
quer the country, will result in a split-up into 
small nations. 
The end of empire in Asia means chaos in our 
times. Only Russia, among European nations, is 
continuing to expand her empire.

WHAT IS YOl'K INTELLIGENCE QUOTIENT? 
You may wonder when you observe the behavior 
of some individuals—boys, girls, men, women—just 
how they would stand if examined by a psycholo­ 
gist as to their intelligence. 
The testing of intelligence is done in various 
ways—by questions, simple games, and arithm etic 
tests. In this manner, the examiner estim ates the 
Intelligence Quotient (I.Q .) of the individual. 
The I.Q. test is useful for measuring m ental de­ 
ficiencies. The average in normal adults ranges be­ 
tween 9 0 and 100. The score for subnormal “bor­ 
derline" or dull persons ranges between 75 and 9 0. 
These people may get through grade school with 
extra effort or with leniency of the school author­ 
ities but high school becomes very difficult. They 
do better at jobs requiring little imagination, plan­ 
ning and intellectual sk ill, such as unsk illed la­ 
borers. 
The next below, w ith an I.Q. between 50 and 
75 are what arc k nown as morons (what we call 
ourselves when we have done something unusually 
stupid.) They drop out of school early. Can do jobs 
under supervision. 
Imbeciles have an I.Q. between 25 and 50. They 
are called mental defectives and are usually segre­ 
gated into special schools or are confined to the 
protection of their homes. 
Idiots, the lowest class mentally, have an I.Q. 
of 25 or less; they require help in look ing after 
themselves as to ordinary hygiene—food and toilet.

Every time he turns around, the Ameri­ 
can is being asked to discover another con­ 
tinent. This time it’s Africa. 
The American's attention—and his pocket­ 
book—already are pretty thoroughly di­ 
vided. He knows Britain and France are his 
country’s firmest friends and is own secur­ 
ity is bound up w ith their safety. He knows 
Korea and Indo-China are live danger spots; 
the casualty lists are eloquent. 
But that’s merely the beginning. He hears 
that Iran is critical beease its oil is stra­ 
tegic. 
Egypt is crucial because the Suez 
canal is an indispensable free world lifeline. 
Yugoslavia is a bastion of southeastern Eu­ 
rope whose fall to Russia would outflank the 
West. Germany and Japan are great indus­ 
trial prizes which must be held. 
To his ears come other reports that he 
must watch India closely, since it may be 
the next big Asian t a r g e t of the Reds. He is 
told, too, that country after country in Latin 
America is a hot lied of communism. 
And now, Africa. The spotlight is on. 
With a spectacular pictorial effort and sound 
analysis, Life magazine has tried in a recent 
issue to show the American why he must 
add Africa to his list of worries. Other maga­ 
zines have contributed ably to the story, and 
a good many newspaper reporters have 
landed safely on the African coast and are 
making their way inland. 
The sad thing is, all these demands on his 
time and many of the calls for his money are 
legitimate. Yet, in his despair at the clamor 
and confusion, the American often wishes ho 
could shrug off the whole business and just 
devote himself to trying to understand his 
own country’. 
This he cannot do, naturally. From the 
c haos of world problems he must seek some 
measure of order. At risk of l>eing crudely 
arbitrary’, he must fix a priority-of-interest 
scale of dealing with the nations seeking his 
attention. Tile place of Korea, Indo-China 
and Western Europe at the top is obvious. 
Not so clear is the question where India be­ 
longs, or Africa. 
Africa, like Asia, is in ferment. Its peo­ 
ples have been shown western standards. 
They want a better life for themselves than 
the grinding poverty they have had. 
The experts agree that Communists have 
not stirred this ferment but are simply try­ 
ing to take credit for it, and trying to exploit 
it for the future. 
Africa has not gone so far down the road 
as Asia. We may help to prevent a violent 
explosion if we can find the heart and the 
means to encourage the African people in 
the fulfillment of their legitimate aspirations 
for self-development. 
If we do not— if we insist on confining our 
interest to places plagued by crisis—then we 
shall surely be rewarded one day by a king­ 
size blowup in tormented Africa.

THE TRAGIC DEC A D ES 
The peoples oi Asia, a fte r World W ar I, deter­ 
mined no longer to be colonial or semi-colonial 
had set an example for all Asiatic 
countries, namely, that it had succeeded in chang­ 
ing from a sem i-colonial country to independence 
anil to becoming the fourth power on e a rth (1919). 
Turkey, which had been pro-Germ an and was 
defeated in that war, losing her \ast Arabic de­ 
pendencies, built herself into a small, compact but 
im portant state under the leadership ol Kl mal 
Pasha. Persia managed to eliminate the spheres 
ot influence of both Russia and Great Britain. In 
O lina, the tuchuns (warlords) prevailed, keeping 
the country in turmoil, but the Students Move­ 
m ent of May, 1919, which prevented the Chinese 
governm ent trom signing the Paris Treaty, re­ 
juvenated a nation and ushered in a period ot in­ 
tensive nationalism and anti-foreignism. 
In India, Gandhi appeared as a leader of a 
m ovem ent ot nationalistic passive resistance which 
ultim ately succeeded in winning lor India its in­ 
dependence from Great B rita in ., however, at the 
cost of partition resulting in the establishment of 
the new Moslem state of Pakistan. 
Even in the Philippines, the independence move­ 
ment developed strength under the leadership ot 
Manuel Quezon, who once told me that he pre­ 
ferred dominion status to independence. However, 
independence came and ended American imperial­ 
ism in Asia. 
European countries had, for centuries, built 
empires in Asia. This trend can bt traced 
Alexander the Great, whose 
Burma-Yunnan frontier. 
In our times. Portugal, the Netherlands, Great 
Britain, France and Russia erected important em ­ 
pires in Asia. 
The Portuguese Empire was dissipated rn the 
fall of the Iberian nations before the power of 
G n a t Britain. Except for Goa in India, Macao in 
China, and Portuguese Timor in Indonesia, the 
Portuguese ceased to be of any importance before 
World W ar I. 
The Netherlands built and held the lush islands 
of the land now’ known as Indonesia, consisting of 
Sum atra, Java. Borneo, Celebes, N etherlands New 
Guinea, and a large num ber of islands, including 
the beautiful Bah. This area centered economically 
on the British city of Singapore. Foss* ss mg oil, 
rubbci. and spices. Indonesia is one of the richest 
countries on earth, requiring onlv capital for its 
development. 
A fter World W ar II. the Dutch were forced to 
give up this empire, largely because the I ’nited 
S tates favored the revolution. W h e n a s the Dutch 
were among the most competent colonial managers, 
the government of Indonesia, with the Inst ol in­ 
tentions, was not reads, p o litic a l or economically, 
to take over the huge tasks ct managing a tar- 
flung island nation. Colonialism end* d in Indonesia, 
but should tho Russians take Siam and Malaya, 
Indonesia could not defend herself. As a m atte r of 
cold fact, only the United States can today defend 
Indonesia—a supply area for tis of rubber and 
o ther essentials. 
The British have lost India, their influence in 
Afghanistan, their economic power in China, their 
oil in Iran (Persia), and their persuasive influence 
in the Arabic countries. Thev 
hold tin* Malay 
Peninsula, source ot tin and rubber; they a ir in­ 
fluential in Burma, and they puss* ss Hongkong in 
Celina. India and Pakistan, while independent, are 
members of the (British) Commonwealth ot N a­ 
tions. Tibet, which Britain dominated, is now part 
of the Soviet Empire. 
Th*' shrinking ot the Bi iti>h Empire is a m ajor 
tragedy in history, for while it is sound, from the 
standpoint of American political theory, for tach 
people to have a government of its own choosing, 
actually what has happened is that a hundred doors 
have b«*cn opened to Russian imperialism in Asia. 
Tdie British Em pire m aintained the peace of a con­ 
tinent from Pondicherry MSI a I to Yalta (1945). 
France’s Emnire in Asia, once larger, came 
down to Indo-China. v inch lies on O lina, Burma 
and Siam. This consisted originally of five areas, 
Cochin-Oiina. Cambodia. Laos, A nnum and Ton­ 
kin It is a land in which th* cultures and races 
of India and China have become assimilated among 
native races. This country Russia is now conquer­ 
ing. Of all the European nations. France* has put 
up the l>est Fight to hold her empire, although she 
is now forced to m ake concessions to local kings 
and governments, which, if Russia does not con­ 
quer the country, will result in a split-up into 
small nations. 
Tile m d of empire in Asia means chaos in our 
times. Only Russia, among European nations, is 
continuing to expand her empire.

WHAT i s VOCK INTELLIGENT $: QUOTIENT? 
You may wonder when you observe the behavior 
of some individuals 
boys. girls. men. women—just 
how they would stand if examined bv a psycholo­ 
gist as to their intelligence. 
The testing of intelligence is done in various 
ways—by questions, simple games, and arithm etic 
tests. In this m anner, the exam iner estim ates the 
Intelligence Quotient tl.Q .) ol the individual. 
The I.Q. test is useful for measuring mental de­ 
ficiencies. The average in normal adults ranges be­ 
tween OO and IOO. The score tor subnormal “bor­ 
derline” or dull persons ranges bet\v<*cn 75 and 90. 
These people may get through grade school with 
extra effort or with leniencv of th** school auth o r­ 
ities but high school becomes very difficult. They 
do b etter at jobs requiring little imagination, plan­ 
ning and intellectual skill, such as unskilled la­ 
borers. 
The next below, with an I.Q. between 50 and 
75 are what arc known as morons iwhat we call 
ourselves when we have done something unusually 
stupid.) They drop out of school early. Can do jobs 
under supervision. 
Imbeciles have an I.Q. between 25 and 50. They 
are called mental defectives and are usually segre­ 
gated into special schools or are confined to the 
protection of their homes. 
Idiots, the lowest class mentally, have an EQ. 
of 25 or less; they require help in looking after 
themselves as to ordinary hygiene 
tood and toilet. 
It may surprise some to learn that those with 
an I Q. above normal, while capable ot difficult in­ 
tellectual accomplishments such as originating new 
m athem atical systems, may find life difficult be­ 
cause their general m ake-up is “high strung.” 
Notwithstanding the many rases in our m ental 
hospitals. Dr. I^ouis G. M oench in his l>ook, “Office 
Psychiatry.” states that the I.Q. distribution of 
the vast bulk of the population is between 141 and 
HO <50 p e r cent of adults). Approximately 84 per 
cent of the population falls between Sn and 120. 
96 per cent between 65 and 130. Onlv 2.2 pier cent 
falls below 65 and 2.2 per cent above 130. 
We must remember, of course, that our physical 
condition at time of examination can in te r fe re 
with the above findings: infection can m a k e 
u s 
“slow” and inattenive. and gland conditions, of a 
tem porary nature, can make us overalert or can 
m ake us sluggish, the thyroid gland and liver 
activity being examples.
